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RETURNED SOLDIER TELLS OF 


TRIP TO JAPAN—WHAT HE SAW 


Roy C. Godfrey, Late First Sergeant of Company A, 14th 


U. S. Infantry, Gives an Interesting Descrip- 


tion of His Visit. 


"I shall undertake to give In the 


following lines an account of a recent 
visit of mine to ono of the principal 
cities of Japan, which Is now referred 
to often as the great naval strong 
-hold. 
I ghall relate what I Raw ami 


did In the Eastern city In a rambling 
sort or way, much after the fashion 
in which I tool; In the sights myself. 


Just at the break of day. the U. S. 


Army Transport. Thomas, on which I 
was a pass^engeij. homeward bound 
from Manila, steamed Into the 
en- 


trance of the harbor at Nagasaki. 
Japan. In the gray of the morning, 
•we first discerned the masked bat- 
teries on either side of the harbor en- 
trance, which can send to destruction 
any battleship In the world essaying 
to enter against the will of the Japs. 
Next, what caught our eyes -were the 
famous terrace gardens, which range 
themselves, at Intervals .of ten 
or 


fifteen feet, up the entire sides of the 
mountains that surround the harbor. 
These gardens, besides adding a pecu- 
liar charm to the long and otherwise 
unbroken slopes, arc emblematic of 
the thrift and energy of tho Japan- 
ese gardener amid the difficulties with 
which he must contend for lack or 
level, tllable soil. 


HarJly had the ship dropped anchor, 


when tho process of coaling—the chief 
object of our visit—began. 
A few 


•words here concerning the naval man 
ner In which a ship. Is coaled In n 
Japanese harbor will perhaps Interest 
many. The vessel to be coaled, short- 
ly after arrival. Is 
surrounded 
by 


numerous large sampans loaded with 
coal. (Sampan is the Japanese name 
for boats that are propelled by means 
of oars, or poles.) To each coal port 
In the ship, a bamboo ladder is raised 
from a sampan below. 
On each ot 


these ladders. Is quickly formed 
a, 


line of women and children. 
Then 


begins the passing from hand to hand, 
up the line, of the small straw -bas- 
kets, each containing about a peck of 
coal. An old woman Is usually placed 
at the head of each line to receive 
tho baskets and to dump their con- 
tents into the coal port. A small child 
picks up tho empty baskets as they 
arc dropped to tho deck and tosses 
them to tho shovellers on tho sam- 
pan. Sometimes the string of baskets 
Is unbroken for hours, which gives 
one a- good Idea of the Indefatigable- 
ness of the Jap. 
Sometimes as many 


as three or four hundred men, women 
and children are engaged In coaling 
a ship; and through their efforts, often 
as high as two thousand five hundred 
tons of coal have been placed In the 
hunkers of a steamer In the remark- 
able time of five hours. 


After -watching with deep Interest 


these queen laborers for an hour or 
more. 1 hailed a passing sampan man. 
and engaged him to tnko me to tho 
nearby landing place. No sooner was 
I ashore, than I was assailed by a 
score or more of gaily dressed, muscu- 
lar little men, who clammored over 
one another, each striving to get mo 
to ride In his jlnriklsha. The Jlnrlkl- 
sha Is the popular vehicle of Japan. 
U Is a low. lightly built, two wheeled 
carriage, provided with a sun shade, 
and Is drawn by a laborer, or by the 
owner himself. Not caring to ride un- 
til I had taken a short walk for the 
benefit of my legs, I strove 
to 
get 


through 
the mass of eascr men. 


But after several moments of scarcer 
and progress. I selected number 142 


Leaving the tcmplo by a near pas 


sage. I entered a large camphor wooi 
forest. In which I noticed one tree thai 
Is twenty-seven feet In circumference 
The major portion of the world's sup 
ply of camphor comes from these for 
csts of Japan, as may he Judged bj 
the great advance In price of that com 
modlty since the opening of the pres- 
ent war.

How Treated 


"When tho potatoes arc brought In 


to tho company's factory, they 
arc 


graded Into four sizes. • All those po 
tatoes smaller than n medium 
lien's egg are used In the starch de 
partmnnt. The other Ihree sizes arc 
then placed in the stof'e room to be 
used for the manufacture of Vegetatn 
The reason the potatoes arc sortoi 
In this way Is that the best results 
may be obtained In 
the 
cooking 


which Is done by baking. 
Tho firs 


part of the process of manufactun 
Is that of cleaning. This Is accom 
pllshed by n small machine, consist 
Ing of a series of revolving brushes 
through which tho potatoes are drop 
ped 
automatically, one at a time 


Just ns gulckly as they can be han 
died. In this way every potato Is In 
dividual!}- and thoroughly cleansed o 
all dirt, ami rinsed In pure clean wat 
er. They are then transferred to lla 
wire trays, which move under this 
washing machine. 
After leaving the 


washing machine the- trays of 
pota 


toes travel along n conveyor, whlcl 
gives time for the water to drain off 
before they enter the oven or cook 
Ing chnmlicr. 
This oven Is cntlreb 


automatic, and receives the trays of 
potatoes at one 
end, 
discharging 


them perfectly cooked "at the other 
end. and placing them before 
tilt 


next operator In the process of manu 
factiire without being handled In any 
way. 


Out of Oven 


"After the potatoes come from the 


oven they travel for a short distance 
along a conveyor, which gives time 
for the extreme heat to pass away 
Troni them, and enable the operators 
to handle them In the next part of 
the process. As soon as the potatoes 
reach tho next operator, they 
aro 


passed through a machine, 
which 


swiftly cuts them Into halves, length- 
wise r>f the potato, and they fall with 
the cut side up onto the conveyor, 
whore they pass before an operator, 
whose duty It Is to remove every po- 
tato that shows the slightest defect 
that would mar the finished product. 
Thu belt carrying tho good potatoes 
then pusses between a number of op 
orators, who with a special machine 
remove the Inside or cdlblo part or 
:ho potato. 
Tho baked potato 
Is 


then passed through a machine which 
reduces It to a very smooth consis- 
tency., after which It Is ready for the 
machine which makes It Into Vcgc- 
tato. 


Into Venetato 


"The machine which makes 
the 


liotnto Into tho Hake consists of thlr- 
:y-slx cylinders, each cylinder being 
six Inches In diameter and thirty-six 
'nches high, and holds, ono bushel of 
:ho cooked potato. The prepared po- 
:ato Is placed In one of these cylind- 
ers, which Is then locked In position. 
and a plunger enters tho 
cylinder. 


which .Is bored as tmc as the cylln- 
ler of a steam engine, and gradual- 
y compresses tho mass of potato, un- 
II under great pressure It Is forced 
hrough a peculiar 
shaped 
nozzle, 


vhlch produces a ribbon of 
potato 


lirec-quarters of an Inch wide, and

"This drying room contains no los 


than ton thousand feet of link dial 
belting, upon which tho trays, whlc 
enter tho top of the dry room, ar 
carried back ami forth through tli 
different staRes of tempered air, in: 
til they reach the lowest stage, 
I; 


which they aro exposed to the fresl 
dry air which Imparts the pcculla 
crispnoss to tho finished product. Th 
potato flake as It appears after len\ 
Ing the dry room Is In light long ril 
lions, which break at tho sllghtcs 
touch. These ribbons aro transom; 
automatically to a machine 
whlc 


breaks them up Into thousands 
o 


small particles or flakes, from whlc 
It gets Its name of Flaked Potato. A

a reputation to sustain. Strolght's first 
lone halt was at Day's Gap, In .Sand 
mountain, and when his fear guiir.l 
marched through the pass It was at- 
tucked by Forrest. 


Strelght prepared to Rive Forrest n 


taste of his own favorite game. When 
the rear- was attacked, the head of the 
column had reached the other Hide of 
the mountain. The line came to a halt 
and faced about, with one Hank rest- 
ing upon a ravine and the other upon 
a marshy creel:. All the roads leading 
in from the right, left and front were 
strongly 
guarded 
and 
two 
twelve 


pounder mountain howitzers placed In 
the center on the road. The Tennessee 
cavalry, acting as a rear guard, wax 
Instructed to fall bark before the ene- 
my's advance and pass through the 
line of battle. 


Strclght'M arrangement was Imrilly 


completed 
when 
Forrest's brother. 


Captain W. II. Forrest, charged the 
Tennesscean*. who promptly gave way 
and were followed into the gap by 
their assallanls. Then the whole Fed- 
oral line nrosu from their hiding and 
;>ourcd a rapid lire upon Forrest's 
ranks. Two Confederate guns opened 
at once upon Strclght's line, and Colo- 
nel Koddy's regiment charged vigor- 
ously, but was quickly repulsed. For- 
rest's guns were within ,'100 yards of 
the Federal center, and Straight sent 
the Third Ohio ami Eighteenth Illi- 
nois forward to charge the routed ene- 
my and capture their artillery. The 
raiders sliot down the horses at the 
Confederate 
guns, and these were 


abandoned, -with their caissons, togeth- 
er with forty wounded nud nearly as 
ninny dead troopers. 


It was nearly midday when tho Con- 


federates drew (id from the light 
Straight surmised from the boldness of 
the attack that he luul Forrest to cope 
•with and expected the next blow upon 
bis front. Posting a strong guard In the 
gap. he pushed on with the main body 
to a crossroad six miles from the bat- 
tlcdcld. For onco Forrest was misled. 
Two of'his regiments were not up yet. 
and he waited, for their help to dis- 
lodge the enemy froni the gap and con- 
tented .himself with a long range skir- 
mish until 3 p. in. Massing his four 
regiments, with four guns, he dashed 
forward only to encounter n thin skir- 
mish line of Federals, who galloped 
nway without firing n return shot. 


Htrelght had rightly judged Forrest's 


tactics, for he was soon.assailed on the 
Hank by Forrest's advance guard. Hld- 
IIIK rapidly on, he selected the nest bat- 
tleground at the crossing of Crooked 
creek, in another mountain pass. The 
captured guns, with the mountain how- 
itzers, were stationed to cover the road. 
An hour before sundown Forrest came 
on at the head of three regiments and 
rode up to within n hundred yards of 
Strelghfs line. For three hours the 
combat raged so close that at times the 
Hashes of carbine and pistol Illuminat- 
ed the features of the combatants wltli 
n ghastly glare. 


Again Slrelght pulled out his main 


column, leaving'the pass to be held by 
n handful. The captured guns, having 
Income a useless burden because the 
r.mmunltloii fitting them had nil been 
fired back at Its original oxvners. were 


sharpshooters dismounted and asked 
the girl to follow and point out the 
way.. Suddenly several 
shots 
were 


flred, and the brave miss, M-lio was 
Kininn .Snnson, stepped In front of For- 
rest, Faying: "General, stand behind 
me. They will not dare shoot me." 


Forrest prevailed upon the girl to 


keep back out of range, but she wild, 
"You may he wounded, and It Is my 
purpose to keep near you." Finally 
they found the ford," and while Forrest 
was examining it the sharpshooters 
opened lire, and several bullets cut the 
bushes close at hand, one or two actu- 
ally piercing the girl's spreading skirts. 
"They've only wounded my crinoline!" 
Ha Id she, waving her suiihonnet dellant- 
ly at th<j Federals across the ravine. 
Instantly the sharpshooters 
stopped 


firing, took their own caps In hand 
and waved them, with three hearty 
cheers. 


Forrest's di'lny nt the ford gave 


Strelght tlmo to reach the town of 
Gadsdcn and destroy the stores and 
supplies and to capture fresh horses 
for his men. The raider hoped to reach 
Home and destroy the bridge behind 
his column so that Forrest would be 
ball led In his pursuit. A detachment of 
'.'00 men of the Fifty-first Imllaim'rodo 
away to seize tho'bridge at Itome, and 
Strelght disposed tho remainder of his 
force In ambush upon mount's planta- 
tion. At that point the road ran half a 
mile through a dense growth of young 
pines, then turned sharply to the right 
through an open Held. 


Strclght barricaded the road at the 


bend, compelling his pursuerti to turn 
Into the Held. Dchlnd a rtdgo hu con- 
cealed COO men anil posted, his sharp- 
shooters In the pines. Forrest hod been 
caught before by ambush nnd decided 
to take this with n rush. With a dash 
ho cleared tho barricade and rode on so 
rapidly that the sharpshooters had lit- 
tle time to ply their shots. Firing their 
carbines and pistols .right and left, the 
Confederate troopers dashed for the 
second lino beyond the 
Held. This 


charge also carried home, and tho line 
gave way. 


Finding that Strelght's men won; still 


undaunted nnd ready to .dispute the 
roiid nt every point, Forrest Kou'mlud 
the recall nnd allowed his weary troop- 
ers a night's rest. Strelght took advan-

Vessel Catches Fire. 


About 3:-in o'clock Saturday morn- 


ing while off the mouth of the Co- 
lumbia river the Queen caught lire In 
its after saloon in some unexplained 
way. The lire gained great headway 
nnd soon threatened to envelop tho 
whole ship. To add to the horror, the 
heavy seas running meant death to 
any sent away In lifeboats. 


Tho names became more and more 


threatening until, when it seemed a 
choice of deaths, Capt. Cousins or- 
dered the lifeboats launched. 


Lifeboats Capsize. 


The first boat capsized almost an 


soon as It touched tho water. 
All 


passengers In this were rescued by 
the other small boats with the excep- 
tion of Miss Steiner, n first class pass- 
ciiKor, who was drawn under the ship 
when the boat capsized. 


Tho second boat capsized while be- 


ing lowered. There were no passen- 
gers In It nt the time, but the crew 
of four men wero spilled out tvi i lost. 


The lifeboats that wero floated safe- 


y and two rafts that were thrown 
over to pick up any who might he 
thrown in tho water remained In the 
vicinity of the burning vessel and 
within view of It while the lire was 


IiiB fought. 


Flames Arc Subdued. 


The passengers and those nf the 


crew who remained on hoard con tin- 
ted their fight against tho flames with 
ncreasltig success until, at 7:-to a. in., 
.he fire was brought under control. 
.Vhen It was thought the danger from 
Ire was over Capt. Cousins recalled 
he lifeboats nnd tho occupants were 
aken aboard. 


Seven of those who lost (heir lives 


vcre spilled out of the small boats: 
hreo men, waiters on the vessel, were 
uffocatcd before they could reach 
he outer air from their bunks In the 
ft part of the ship; 
three 
were 


turned to death, and one woman died 
ater from exposure.
